Out of this I have to ice 
the milk, and pay my clerks. I recently 
kept pretty close track of the milk we. 
sold and figured that after charging the 
proper portion of clerk hire and over- | 
head expenses, together with the cost of.

Through other transactions, accord- 
ing to official reports, the finances of

The military government has re- 
organized the internal revenue de- 
partment, revised the customs tariff 
by lowering the rate on articles 
needed in agriculture and transpor- 
tation, and inaugurated a new prop- 
erty tax to take the place of vexa- 
tlous taxes bearing too heavily on 
the poor.

enth District would be of great bene- 
fit to Missouri in the matter of Fed- 
eral aid for roads. There probably is 
no better informed man in the coun- 
try on roads than Maj. Hawes and he 
should be able to obtain much Fed- 
eral aid for the States as well as im- 
proving the Federal road laws. 

‘Road building has been deterred 
by the constantly increasing costs of 
construction. We can only hope iliat 
these will begin decreasing soon. If 
they do the next four to six years 
should see thousands of miles of Mis- 
souri roads hard surfaced and im- 
proved. However, high costs or no, 
we must work out a proper plan for 
road building. 

“Another of our problems is that 
of farm labor, keeping the young 
men on the farm. I believe this can 
be accomplished by improving social 
conditions on the farm and in ths 
small towns in the agriculfurnal sec- 
tions of the State. Good roads and 
good schools will go a long way to 
| solving this problem. 

“We must extend the min: 
wage law for working women, and 
establish the eight-huur aay for 
workers in factories and shops wher- 
ever it does not now apply.

reeds. Our Supreme Court is now 
‘about three years behind with tts 
‘docket. It is difficult to see how 


‘much can be accomplished without a 
revision of the Constitution, the cre- 
ation of the Supreme Court Commis- 
sion having improved conditions In 
this regard to only a limited extenr. 
Before the creation of the commis- 
sion the court usually had about 100) 
vndecided cases on its docket. I was 
informed a few days ago that it has 
about 800. Any case should be de- 
cided by the Supreme Court within a 
year after it is filed in the Circuit 
Court. If it is not there is a denial of 
justice. 

“Such reform should include es- 
tablishment of courts of domestic re- 
lations and improvement in the 
Juvenile Court system. 

“I am satisfied that the people of 
Missouri can be relieved of much of 
the burden of the income tax; pos- 
sibly the law can be amended to go 
back to its original provisions of 
$4000 exemption for the head of a 
family and $2000 exemption for an 
unmarried man, instead of $2000 and 
$1000, respectively, and possibly a 
reduction in the rate. By the time 
the Legislature convenes the exact 
information as to the money pro- 
duced under the law and the amount 
which would be produced if the law 
was amended can be obtained. 

Opposed to Political Paroles. 

“TIT expect also to have some rec- 
ommendations regarding the State 
prison and parole system, though I 
am not ready to go into detail re- 
garding them just yet. I will say, 
however, that I am in favor of the 
‘issuance of parole and pardons sole- 
ly on the basis of merit, and that I 
am opposed to ‘political paroles.’ The 
convict without a friend to intercede 
| tor him is just as much entitled to 
a parole, if there is merit in his ap- 
| plication, as ig the convict who has 
someone with supposed political in- 
fiuence to urge his case for him. 
And most certainly the convict with- 
out merit in his application for a 
parole should not be freed merely 
because he has a friend with political 
influence. 

“An investigation of the whole 
question of prison reform and the 
handling of criminals will be one of 
| my aims, and it is my hope that as 
| nearly as perfect a system as possi- 
| ble can be worked out for Missouri. 

“IT am in favor of a just and fair 
workmen’s compensation law. Ifthe 
law passed by the last Legislature is 
_ratified in the referendum in No- 
| vember, I will recommend perfecting 
| it with several needed amendments 


| which I think all who have given it 
careful attention agree are advisable. 
If it is not ratified, I shall recom- 
| mend to the Legislature the enact- 
|'ment of a just law similar to either 
tfhe New York or the California law. 
Against Industrial Court. 

“In considering the relations of 
capital. and knbor, I am in favor of 
a workable Board of Mediation 


I am opposed to laws similar to the 
Kansas Industrial Court law because 
I do not belleve the problem can be 
cettled by force, There must be-such 
confidence in the system and in the 
personnel of the board, both on the 
part of capital and labor, that they 
will agree voluntarily to abide by its 
decisions. 

“In conclusion, I will say that all 
the business of the State should be 
conducted in the open sunshine of 
publicity. There should be no star 
chamber proceedings in the expendi- 
ture of State money. I consider State

INCOME TAX RULES AS. 
T0 STOCK DIVIDENDS 


Collector Moore Makes Public. 


Statement of Treasury De- 
partment on Question. 


(‘ollector of Internal Revenue) 
Moore has made public a statement 
issued by the Treasury Department 
on the manner in which income tax 
“vill apply to stock dividends. It says: 

“Where a corporation, being au- 
thorized to do so by the laws ofl 
the state in which it is incorporated, 
transfers a portion of its surplus to 
capital account, issues new stock 
representing the amount of the sur- 
plus so transferred and distributes 
the stock so issued to its stockhold- 
ers, such stock is not incame to the 
stockholders, and the stockholders 
incur no liability for income tax bj 
reason of its receipt. 

“Where a corporation, being there- 
unto lawfully authorized, increases 
its capital stock and simultaneously 
declares a cash dividend equal In 
amount to the increase in its capital 
stock, and gives to its stockholders 
a real option either to keep the mon- 
ey for their own or to reinvest it in 
the new shares, such dividend is ua 
cash dividend, and is income to the 


stockholders, whether they reinvest 
it in the new shares or not. 
“Where a corporation which ts 


not permitted under the laws of the 


State in which it is incorporated to .- 


issue a stock dividend increases Its 
capital stock and at the same time 
declares a cash dividend under an 
agreement with the stockholders to 
reinvest the money so received in the 
new issue of capital stock, such divi- 
dend is subject to tax as income to 
the stockholder 

“Where a going corporation hav- 
ing a surplus accumulated in par‘ 
prior to March 1, 1913, and being 
thereunto lawfully authorized, trans- 
fers to its capital account a portion 
if its surplus issues new stock repre- 
senting the amount so transferred to 


the capital account and then declares 
a dividend payable in part in cash 
and in part in shares of the new issue 


of stock, that portion of the dividend 
paid in cash will be deemed to have 
been paid out of the surplus accumu- 
lated since March 1, 1913, and is sub. 
ject to tax, but the portion of the 
dividend paid in stock will not be 
Bubject to tax as income 

“A dividend paid in stock of an- 
other corporation held as a part of 
the assets of the corporation paying 
the dividend, is income to the stock- 
holder at the time the same is made 
available for distribution to the full 
amount of the then market value of 
such stock. This ruling is based 
upon the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in Pea- 
body vs. Eisner (247 U.S. 347), which 
was not modified by the case of Dis- 


inervs. Mocomber. If such stock be 


subsequently sold by the stockholder 
the difference between its market 
value at date of receipt and the price 
for which it is sold is additional in- 
come or loss to him as the case may 
be. 

“The profit derived by a stockhold- 
er upon the sale of stock received as 
a dividend is income to the stock- 
holder and taxable as such, even 
though the stock itself was not in- 
come at the time of its receipt by the 
stockholder For the purpose of de- 
termining the amount of gain or loss 
derived from the sale of stock re- 
ceived as a dividend or of the stock 
vith respect to which such dividend 
was paid the cost. of each share of 
stock (provided both the dividend 
stock and the stock with respect to 
which it is issued have the same 
rights and preferences) is the quo- 
tient of the cost of the old stock (or

In New York alone there is 
now in supposgdly safe rooms more 
than a millign dollars worth of | 
liquors, mainly high grade foreign 
whiskies. Probably a million and a 
half dollars worth moPe has been 
accumulated at other ports. The 
supply is getting bigger daily. 

Under the customs regulations, 
confiscated stocks valued at $500 or 
less may be disposed of without 
court action after advisement has 
been published telling the owner to 
come and claim his property. The 
advertisement in such cases is a pure 
formality, for the owner would make 
himself Mable to a jail sentence if 
he appeared. 

Orders have been issued to do the 
necessary advertising, after which | 
the Government expects to dispose 
of the liquor to hospitals. What the 
hospitals can’t use will be destroyed 
unless some other legal use can be 
found for it. 

What to do with the stocks valued 
at more than $500, is another ques- 
tion. There are no ‘regulations on 
the subject. Shouse has asked the 
Department of Justice to take up the 
matter and see if a uniform plan of 
disposing of the stocks cannot be 
had through court order.

Of course, mosguitoes are more plentiful in some 
suburbs than in others.

Each member of the family, on reaching the house, 
is isolated in a screened room while his clothing is 
searched for mosquitoes. 

You would think that these precautions would be 
sufficient. But you would be thinking without ade- 
quate knowledge of the craft and determination of 
the Westchester County mosquito. 

I sometimes suspect 
that they bite through the screens, although entomolo- 
gists assure me that they have no teeth. It is also 
possible that they are conducting a hatchery some- 
where in the cellar, though we have never found it.

T DOESN'T take long to acquire the tempera- 
ment of a prima donna by a girl selectcl as a 
fashion show model.

of the curious exhibits to be seen in the South 

Sea Island Hall of the American Museum of 

Natural History. They were formerly used as 

guides by the skillful and daring navigators of the 
Marshall Islands. 

Additional interest is lent to the chart in that it is 
the gift of Robert Louis Stevenson. I[n 180, the same 
year in which he began the four years residence in 
Samoa which was to make up the last chapter of his 
life, Stevenson voyaged in the steamer Janet Nichol 
among the islands of the South Seas. Mrs. Stevenson 
and her son, Lloyd, accompanied him. In her “Cruise 
of the Janet Nichol,"’ published in 1914, she makes 
reference to the charts of the natives as follows: 

“These charts.are very curious things indeed, made 
of sticks, some curved, some straight, caught here 
and there by a small yellow cowry. The cowries rep- 
resent islands, the sticks both currents and winds, 
and days’ sailings. The distances between the islands 
have nothing to do with miles, but with hours only. 
These charts are very little used now, only one old 
chief knowing how to make them, but the time was 
when each young chief must pass his examination in 
the charts, knowing them by heart, as they were never 
taken to sea, but kept at home for reference and con- 
tinual study.”’

In spite of many differences of opinion regarding 
the correct interpretation of the charts, it is generally 
believed that the cowry shells represent islands. Mr. 
Hall of the University of Pennsylvania Museum states, 
however, that while the popular explanation of the 
sticks is that they represent currents, as Mrs. Steven- 
son Says, a more accurate interpretation would be far 
more involved, owing to the procession from the four 
quarters of the sea of four distinct sets of swells dur- 
ing the season of native navigation. The behavior of 
these swells was closely studied by the native navi- 
gators, and the resuits of their observations were in- 
corporated in the charts. 


Mr. Hall says that it has been stated on good author- 
ity that every chief had his own system for preparing 
charts and this system was kept a close secret. He also 
presents the theory that the charts were the outcome 
of visits of white men to the islands. The savages 
had seen the charts and diagrams used by the white 
sailors, and being unable to draw such charts with pen 
or pencil they devised guides of sticks and shells. 
Through elaboration these became too large to be con- 
veniently taken into the canoes for the voyages. So 
they were studied at home, until learned by heart, by 
those who were the chiefs and leaders of fleets. But, 
owing to the limitation of their preparation and use to 
a small and privileged class, they became symbols of

reveal the secret. The old Armenian was most puz- 
zied. Finally he hit on what seemed like a puncture-

He made three clues, exactly alike. On one of these 
was named a spot from which to begin to measure in 
order to find the hidden gold, on the second was named 
the distance to go, and on the other, the direction. 
Each one of these was useless without the others, and 
useless without the heir, who alone understood the pe- 
culiar way in which the messages were written. Each 
of these clues the old fellow put in a separate recep- 
tacle, inserting a sample of the treasure to pique the 
curiosity and faithfulness of the finder, and covered 
each with a coating of fat to prevent rust. 


He then chose three friends, none of whom seemed 
likely to die in.the immediate future. Let's call them 
Jack, Ben and Ned. In deep secrecy the Armenian 
went to Jack. 

“Jack,” he said, “I’ve buried something at’'’—and he 
went on to describe the exact place where the first 
clue was hidden. “If I die, send for Ben, and do what

The question then was, what sort of a clue 
would cause the most discussion” 

Now, a skull and crossbones, or a black cross on a 
dirty map, or a piece of twisted brass with cabalistic 
characters, would have been the conventional thing 
But the old Armenian was by no means conventional 
He chose a simple tin can as the mystic clue. Into 
this he put a false bottom. In the top, above this, 
nothing was to be found viit a pinch of dust, “signifying 
death.”” When first found and opened, he felt sure 
that the men would not think of a false bottom, and 
would puzzle and puzzle; in the end, perhaps, asking 
advice. From at least one of the three the young 
heir would hear the news. 

When finally opened, below the false bottom would 
be concealed a Turkish golden lira, wrapped in a piece 
of paper on which a circle of beautiful but apparently 
meaningless Armenian characters would appear. When 
the three clues were united, there lay the whole secret 
of the road to the treasure.

The owner of a pool hall at Haskell 
sent a public notice to Johnson that if 
he ever came to Haskell he would shoot 

“him on sight. In the West, in those days, 
the man who showed a sign of weakness 
or cowardice was done for. Johnson put 
on a new makeup, rode to the poolroom 
and walked in, pretending to be drunk. 
The keeper. who did not recognize him, 
served a drink of whisky, and then, at 
Johnson's demand for tobacco, turned to 
take down a jar from a cupboard. The 
saloon keeper had a .44 revolver sticking 
out of each hip pocket. The moment his 
back was turned, Johnson whipped out a 
pair of sixshooters and clapped them to 
the saloon man’s ears, then leading him 
away as a prisoner. After that the West 
gave Johnson the name of “Pussyfoot.” 

There seems little doubt, from the bi- 
ography, that while Johnson's aim was 
the enforcement of the law, he was in 
methods about as lawless as his opponents. 
For instance, one Ernest Lewis claims 
to have discovered between Kansas and 
the Indian Territory. a strip of land that 
belonged to neither. There he set up a 
great gambling establishment and saloon. 

“The Sheriff and Marshal from Mont- 
gomery County, Kan.,” wrote one local 
newspaper, “can sit outside the building 
end see the thirsting patrons pass in and 
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out; they can hear the montonous rattle 
of the ball around the roulette wheel— 
but they are powerless. On the other 
side of the structure the United States 
Marshals of Indian Territory sit astride 
their ponies and roll cigarettes as the dice 
bounce on the table, and, they can hear 
the pop of the bung from a fresh barrel 
of Budweiser—but they are helpless.” It 
was declared that Congress would have to 
pase a special act before Lewis could be 
ousted from his gambler's paradise. 


But one fine morning, when the house 
was running full blast, Johnson stepped 
in with one deputy. He did not seem to 
care whether the place was in Kansas, In- 
dian Territory or No Man's Land. He 
smashed the gambling paraphernalia, 
poured out the whiskey, scattered the fre- 
quenters and carried off the managers to 
jail. 


Johnson and his deputies were never 
the men to let red tape interfere with ef- 
fective action. “We have not been very 
tender,” Johnson said at the time, “in our 
dealings with these hyenas who would get 


an Indian drunk so as to rob him of his’ 
unrelenting | 


blanket. Nothing but the 
cold steel of absolute justice will have any 
effect upon the cuticle of such. There is 
no quarter asked or given, and no sym- 
pathy wasted.” 

With the accession of the Taft admin- 
istration at Washington Johnson found 


that his superiors were no longer in sym- | 


pathy with his work. After a hot con- 
troversy, he resigned, in 1911. The Coun- 
cil of Pueblo Indians sent him the fol- 
lowing message: 

“All we have is yours, now and always. 
We know you helped us at the price of 
your position. You may go down in ap- 
parent defeat before the whisky ring at 
Washington, but in the hearts of a quar- 
ter million American Indians you are a 
hero. There is probably not one of this 
great number who has not come under 
the influence of your work.” 

Johnson returned 
temperance worker and organizer, but 
this time in connection with the Anti-Sa- 
loon League, the chief force in carrying 


prohibition in the United States. By the) 
summer of 1918 Johnson and his col-| 


leagues saw that, so far as this country 


was concerned, their work was done. and 


in November of that year the Anti-Saloon | 


League resolved to launch a campaign to 
make the whole world dry. 


A year later came the now historic in- | 
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to his old job as a. 


cident of the Essex Hall meeting in Lon- 
don, where Johnson was pelted with flour 
bags, ridden on a stretcher by students, 
rescued by te police, and then struck in 
the right e5_ ~y a stone flung by a hooli- 
gan. Thence arose the slogan: ‘Pussy- 
foot's Eye Will Make England Dry.” 

Johnson predicts that England will be 
dry by 1930. His biographer recalls that 
many years ago “Pussyfoot” predicted 
that the United States would be dry by 
1920!

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AIRLESS, toothless, stom- 
achless and wellnigh brain- 
less—this will be the human 
race in the near future un- 
less it goes back to normal 
kinds of food and drink, de- 
clares a St. Louts physician. 

He declares that the presence of chem- 
leals and lack of pure cane sugar in most 
“temperance” drinks constitute a real men- 
ace to the public since prohibition went into 
effect. Lack of nutrition and of medical properties 
are his charges against much of the food now used. 

Dr. Heinie Maris is the physician who paints a hid- 
eous picture of the human race as it will be unless it 
accomplishes dietary reform. 

The lack of pure sugar, the use of foods which have 
been in cold storge top long and food materials which 
lack nutritious qualities or are even actively harmful 
through chemical ingredients, the general absence 
of vitamines in our food—these conditions already have 
brought about the first stages in bodily deteriora- 
tion, he says. 

Some 30 years ago Dr. Marks was Superintendent 
of the city hospital, and from 1903 to 1907 he was a 
member of the old City Council, where food legislation 
was his chief interest. 

“There are more cases today of diabetes and Bright's 
disease, more cases of heart disease and stomach 
trouble, than I ever saw before, in my 43 years of 
practice,” said Dr. Marks. “There are more people 
suffering with what they think is indigestion, with 
headaches and colds, than ever before. 

“With malnutrition so widespread, these latter cases 
pass readily into tuberculosis, when a well-nourished 
condition of the body would have prevented any such 
development. 

“Now, I am not criticising prohibition, because 
everything in the world has its good side and its 
bad side. But if the people who worked for pro- 
hibition, and the philanthropists who put up the 
money, had only used all that effort and wealth for 
the sake of pure food, what a tremendous service they 
would have rendered! 


“These people, with their excellent intentions, are’ 


always talking about ‘the next generation,’ but un- 
jess we can rid ourselves of the so-called temperance 
drinks and the impure foods which we eat now, the 
next generation will be hairless, toothless, stomach- 
less and almost brainless. It will simply be a case of 
the survival of the fittest. 

“Tre methods of the various organizations for the 
cure of tuberculosis show how people go the wrong 
way about in handling some of these problems. As 
everybody knows, or should know, tuberculosis is com- 
bated with wholesome food, sanitation and fresh air. 
Yet many victims of the white plague had eaten or 
drunk chemical materials which lowered their vitality, 
they caught cold and it went into tuberculosis. 

“It would seem much simpler as well as less ex- 
pensive, for impure foods and drin's .o be Darred from 
sale. In particular should we watch the cold storage 
plants, whose greatest offense is that they hold food 
products too long, and then throw away more than 
they sell. This means a double loss to the community. 
First, the destruction of large quantities of food, and, 
second, a higher price placed on such portion of the 
food as is taken out of storage and sold. 

“The general situation as to food and drink, and 
only the doctors know how deplorable it is, is due to 
the legislators, and to their neglect of their plain duty 
as legislators and as men.. It appears that legisla- 
tors have no stomachs. But I have a stomach and a 
pocketbook, and I don’t want to go to the graveyard. 

“Inside of four or five years the chemical labora- 


. tories will be making the food for the people, and 
_ you won't need any farmers. 


“Besides such abominations as canned meat two 
and three years old, which is about to be sold to the 
general public, just consider the widespread use of 
chemicals in the manufacture of preserved fruits and

flavoring extracts. Many of these concoctions have 
nothing of the original article but the name; they are 
entirely synthetic and some of them from coal tar 
products. ; 

“The latest statistics from New York show that heart 
disease is taking the lead of tuberculosis, and I haven't 
much doubt that the lack of genuine fruit juices and 
use of synthetic preparations instead is the principal 
reason. These juices are used also in cases of high 
blood pressure, which I treat with sulphate of mag- 
nesia (Epsom salts), cream of tartar, which is a prod- 
uct of the grape, and lemon juice. Besides regular 
doses of these things, I require such patients to eat 
a lot of fruit juices during the day. If lemon juice is 
not available, I use citric acid. 

“Certainly I would have no criticism to make of 
the ‘temperance’ beverages if the manufacturers used 
pure fruit juices and pure cane sugar. «Instead, too 
many of them use saccharine or glucose, benzoate of 
soda and various chemicals for the artificial flavors 
and colors. These things are particularly true of 
the soda water manufacturers. In fact, one may say 
of the soft drinks as a class that they consist of sweet- 
ened water and chemicals. 

“The breweries, as you well know, had very skillful 
and well-paid men in their employ, who knew their 
business and turned out a healthful product. But the 
soda pop mantifacturers have children working for 
them. And the people who sell the ‘temperance’ bev- 
erages are getting more for their drinks than whisky 
used to sell for. The imitations of whisky, creme de 
menthe and gin are still more harmful, even though 
they satisfy the reformers by containing no alcohoh 

“Glucose or saccharine are used instead of pure 
syrup because they are cheaper. Yet they are injuri- 
ous to health. Saccharine causes a tired, headachy

feeling, and constriction of the throat, and it is diu- 
retic. There is no food value to saccharine, which is 
one of the coal tar products. Glucose also is diuretic. 

“Take the case of grape juice. At first it was made 
from grapes. 
masquerade as grape juice or allied products are made 
from chemicals, either wholly or in part. | 

“The typical temperance drink can be bought in any 
amount you wish and when it gets into your stomach 
it explodes like dynamite, and in time all that you 
need is the doctor and then the undertaker. Never 


in all my experience have I seen so many people ail- — 
ing, and patently from the effects of improper food - 


and drink. 
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“Most of the ‘flu’ cases were due to atito- 
intoxication from contaminated food. Goi- 
ters are caused by a lack of mineral in the 
food. The effect of the heavy, indigestible, 
more or less chemical ‘temperance’ drinks 
upon the stomach and kidneys is injurious. 
And going back to the food again, everybody 
knows how many children must have their 
vs teeth pulled, and start at an early age to 
7 use artificial ones. 

“In the “ase of food, most trouble has been 
caused by the race for profits by way of cold storage, 
which | have already mentioned, and the search for 
by-products. After all the by-products have been ex- 
tracted, one finds that the food value and the medical 
properties have been taken away also. 

“As to canned foods, there is a chemical reaction 

set up after a time, which easily may, and often does, 
result in ptomaine poisoning. With all of my own 
care about what I eat, I have had three attacks of 
ptomaine poisoning, which came from food in public 
eating placés. The symptoms are much like those 
of arsenic poisoning, with cramps, vomiting and other 
efforts of the body to eject the deadly substance. 
° “The food dealers are making the people's stomachs 
into chemical laboratories, Within 10 years there will 
be no preparation of common, normal food materials 
in the home, but we shall be getting our food out of 
boxes and cans, with perhaps a little ‘warming up’ 
process. 

“Then the general malnutrition will emphasize the 
results which already have set in, and ‘the next gen- 
eration’ that reformers like to talk about will quickly 
reach the hairless, toothless, stomachless and brainless 
condition which | have predicted. 

“Just let them concentrate on the food, and they 
can die in peace. Let them adopt stricter laws about 
food, and more sensible laws about beverages (though 
I have no objection to a temperance drink made from 
pure sugar and pure fruit juices) and they will save 
the health and perhaps the life of the next generation.” 

When Superintendent of the city hospital Dr. Marks 
attracted some attention from his insistence upon hav- 
ing only food supplies of good quality received at thé 
hospital, and he adopted some drastic measures to. 
enforce his ideas. His proposed legislation for control 
of cold storage plants didnot become law, and he tells 
with glee of a particularly bitter opponent of such 
reguiation who afterwards had several attacks of pto- 
maine poisoning from contaminated food. 

“A clean pot and rotten food’ is the picturesque 
phrase with which Dr. Marks refers to the presént 
food and drink situation as it appears to him. He 
also declares that the interests concerned “are trying 
to make garbage receptacles of the people's stomachs.” 

Ccnditions affecting the things we eat and drink 
are not getting any better, but decidedly the contrary, 
according to the doctor. 

“Sanitation bills always go through with a whoop,” 
he said. “Oftentimes their effect, and I suspect their 
intention, is to hurt the little fellow in a certain line 
of business and thus benefit the larger establishment. 

“But a pure food bill never is acted on. It dies in 
committee, or in some other way fails of passage. 
Why? Because there are no interests working for 
the cause of pure food, and not even any organization 
of the voters to insist that their legislators take action 
in the matter. The lawmakers neglect their plain 
duty, and the public stand for it.” 

Dr. Marks picked up a bottle containing a temper- 
ance drink of the variety dear to William J. Bryan, 
and bearing at the top of its label the words, ‘“Pre- 
served with Sulphur Dioxide.’”’ He then pointed out 
the following statement in the United Siates Dispen- 
satory: 

“Its use in food products should not be encouraged, 
as it is a well demonstrated fact that the continued in- 
gestion of sulphites is injurious to the kidneys.” 

Among common, and harmful, food preservatives 
he named sulphur. dioxide, benzoate of soda and sali- 
cylic acid.

Benjamin Franklin’s Letters 


presses his preference for the rational rather than 
“enthusiastic” temperament: 

“Just come home from a venison feat, where I have 
drank more than a philosopher ought. I find my dear 
Polly's cheerful, chatty letter that exhilarates me 
more than all the wine. * * * 

“You ought not wish yourself an enthuiast; they 
have indeed their imaginary satisfactions and pleas- 
ures; but those are often balanced by-imaginary 
pains and mortifications. You can continue to be a 
good girl and thereby lay a solid foundation for ex- 
pected future happiness, without the enthuiasm that 
may perhaps be necessary to some others. As those 
beings who have a goed sensible instinct have no need 
of reason; so those who have reason to regulate their 
actions have no octasion for enthusiasm.” . 


When Polly asks his advice as to accepting an offer 
of marriage, Franklin refrains from teasing her*about 
her change of mind as to remaining single and says: 
“T am sure you are a much better judge in this affair 
of your own than | can possibly be. I assure you 
that no objection has occurred to me; I see your deli- 
cacy, and your humility, too; for you fancy that if 
vou do not prove a great fortune you will not be be- 
loved: but I am sure that were I in his situation in 
every respect, knowing you so well as I do and esteem- 
ing you so highly, | should think you a fortune suf- 
ficient for me without a shilling. Having thus given 
my opinion, I leave the rest to your sound judgment, 
o” which no one has a greater share; and shall not be 
‘oo inquisitive after your particular reasons, your 
doubts, your fears, etc. For I shall be confident 
whether you accept or refuse that you do right.” 

Miss Stevenson decided to accept the proposal, and 
in the next letter Franklin writes: 
resvects acceptable to Mr. Hewson, whom, exclusive 
of his other merits, | shall always esteem in proportion 
tu the regard he manifests for you. We like your as- 
<« rances of continued friendship unimpaired by your 
-change of condition, and we believe you think as you 
write: but we fancy we know better than you. As a 
proof that I am right, take notice, that you now think 
this the silliest letter | ever wrote to you, and that 
\ir. Hewson confirms you in that opinion.” 

When Polly Stevenson Hewson’s first son was born, 
Franklin was godfather, and concerning his godson 
he wrote to a mutual friend: “His being like me in 
so many particulars pleases me prodigiously. Pray 


let him have everything he likes; I think it of great — 


consequence while the features of his\countenance are 
forming. It gives them a pleasant air, and that being 
once become natural, and fixed by habit, the face is 
ever after the handsomer for #, and on that much of 
a person’s good fortun® and success in life may de- 
pend.

The Revolutionary War now intervened, and at its 
conclusion we find the letter assailing war from which 
quotations have already been made. Mrs. Hewson had 
asked some generous questions as to whether America 
had suffered much during the war, and Franklin re- 
plied: 

“You say you are a little afraid that our country 
is spoiled. Parts of it have, indeed, suffered by the 
war, those situated near the sea; but the body of the 
country has not been much hurt, and the fertility of 
our soil, with the industry of our people, now that 
the commerce of aH the world is open to us, will soon 
repair the damages received and introduce that pros- 
perity which we hope Providence intends for us, since 
it has so remarkably favored our Revolution. * * * 
1 stiil exist and still enjoy some pleasure in that ex- 
istence, though now in my seventy-ninth year. Yet 
1 feel the infirmities of age coming on so fast and the

Stealthy tactics of famous prohibition 
chieftain while special agent under

HEN Wil- 
liam Eu- 
gene (“Pus- 
s yfoot”) 
John son 
lost an eye 
during a 
students’ riot in London 
and immediately sent this 
message to his  as- 
sailants: “Tell the boys 
there is no ill-will on my 
part, not a grain,” all En- 
gland acclaimed him as a 
true sportsman—as.one who 
plays the game, who cah 
take punishment without 
whimpering, and who goes 
through hard times with a 
smile. 

What our Englisn cousins 
did not know was that to 
this famous knight errant of 
prohibition a mere students’ 
“rag” could seem little more 
exciting or dangerous than 
a Sunday school picnic. Sto- 
icism came very easilyto the 
man who made the Indian 
Territory dry when it was 
the resort of the most des- 
perate outlaws in the coun- 
try, who went among mur- 
derous marauders with a 
price on. his head, and who 
more than once pressed 
alone into the fastneésses of 


trap, and revealed .heir inmost plans for corrupting 
politicians and press by the use of bribes. Johnson 
published the correspondence, whith brought him na- 
tional attention and widespread opprobrium. Ip 6 
later similar case, Johnson defended his methods as 
follows: 

“These were the rascals I was after. I have ne 
apologies to make. I went out after scamps and got 
them. It is not the first time I have set a bear trap 
for crooks.” 

This service won for Johnson an editorial position 
with the New York Voice, national organ of the Pro- 
hibition party. During this service he investigated the 
workings of the Raines law, and his precise, document- 
ed report Was credited with causing its repeal. Like 
wise, his investigations into Senator Tillman’s dis- 
pensary system in South 


Carolina resulted in its abo- 
lition and the re-enactment 
of prohibition in that State. 


In 1906 the Government 
appropriated $25,000 for the 
purpose of enforcing prohi- 
bition in the “bad lands” of 
Oklahoma and the Indian 
Territory. These regions 
had for 40 years been the 
refuge of criminals from 
every part of the Union. 
Whisky peddling was the- 
chief iidustry, with murder, 
gambling and vice running 
in close competition. John- 
som was chosen, with the 
title of “Special Officer for 
the Suppression of the 
Liquor Traffic in Indian 
Territory,” at a aalary of 
2500 a. year and expenses, 
and the right to engage his 
own assistants. He had the 
wholehearted support of his 
chiefs” President Roosevelt 
himself, when a prominent 
politician appealed to him to 
check Johnson's activities, 
scrawled across the top of 
the letter: “Let Johnson 
alone.”’ 

The Special Agent had 
scarcely arrived in his new 
field before he swept down 
upon Tulsa with a dozen 
Deputy Sheriffs and seized

vicious bandits and emerged 


eight barrels of whisky, 


with the prisoners he was 
seeking. 

Since ““Pussyfoot's’’ adven- 
ture in London, he has ar- 
rived at the dignity of a biography. It is written by 
I’. A. McKenzie and published by the Revell Co. This 
is a recital of Homeric deeds, among which the riot of 
British students appears as the mildest incident—with 
the exception that a stone thrown by a hoodlum hap- 
pened accidentally to inflict more damage upon him 
than all the sixshooters and rifles of the outlaws of 
the Southwest had been able to accomplish. 


Johnson was born at Coventry, N: ¥., on Mareh 25, 
1862. He is descended from Yankee stock, and it seems 
significant that an ancestress of his was hanged as a 
witch at Salem, Mass., during the bloody days of the 
Puritan theocracy. He was brought up in an open-air 
life, and it is said that the last time he was thrown 
from a horse was when he was 5 years old. He is re- 
membered as a sturdy lad, full of energy and always 
ready for a fight. i 


As a very young man he tuught sthool in New York, 
and then, for his health, went to Nebraska to work 
on a ranch. 
in the country, not knowing that at this particular 
school no teacher had succeeded in remaining more 
than a week. But to his canny eye there was warning 
in the appearance of his pupils, many as old as him- 
self. So he provided himself with a heavy poker and 
kept it within reach. In a few days the expected re- 
bellion broke forth. Johnson reached for his trusty 
poker. The ringleader was absent from classes for a 
couple of weeks, and thereafter discipline reigned. 
Later, Johnson attended the State University of Ne- 
braska. working his way with all sorts of odd jobs. 


ir was while a student at the university that Johnson 
Joined the prohibition movement, through the influ- 
ence of “Bishop” Skinner, a livery stable keeper at 
Lincoln, Neb. The “Bishop” gained his sobriquet 
because of his episcopal appearance, white hat and long 
whiskers. He had had a picturesque past, but had 
quit drinking and reformed, except for swearing. He 
formed a temperance movement, the Red Ribbon Club, 
and Johnson, at one of the meetings, went up, with 
about a dozen other students, to sign the pledge. 
As he warched forward at the head of his

companions, the choir happened to strike up the hymn 
“See the mighty hosts advancing, 
Satan leading on.” 
it was only a short time afterwards that Johnson 
gave proof of those stealthy tactics which later won 
him the name of “Pussyfoot.’" There was a liquor fight 
on in Nebraska. He had some stationery printed with 
the letterhead, “Johnson’s Pale Ale,” and wrote to 
prominent liquor dealers asking how prohibition could 
be defeated in that State. His victims fell into the 
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London meeting in honor of Johnson at his 
first public appearance after his injury. 
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which were poured upon the 
ground. Raids followed in 
swift succession. At Eufala 
Johnson and his men spilled 
<000 «gallons of whisky. They put a famous 
bootlegger out of business at South McAlester. 
They invaded railway stations and confiscated ex- 
press packages. The whisky traders were thrown 
into a panic. 

It was at Kufala that the police, appealing to John- 
son for a'd in a murder case, gave him the opportunity 
of proving to the West that a “man had arrived. A 
certain houseboater had fallen in loVe with his 16-year- 
old stepdaughter, and with her aid had killed her hus- 
band. They fled to a camp of outlaws near Eufala. 
Johnson peneirated single-handed into the camp, posed 
as a tourist wishing to buy fish, maneuvered himself 
between the bandits and their rifles and held them up. 
He put the man and woman on horseback and rode 
away, warning the outlaws that if they attempted to 
follow he would kill the man first’ and then the wom- 
an. He returned in safety, and his prisoners were 
sentenced to life terms. 

This explo't made Johnson's reputation as a feur- 
less man secure, and he graduatly gathered about him 
a staff of deputies who, as he was ever ready to pro- 
claim, were the finest men to be found anywhere. The 
grim nature of the work is shown by the fact that 
during his term of service eight of his deputies were 
killed by outlaws. One of them lost his life because he 
bore a striking resemblance to Johnson, on whose head 
the whisky traders had put a price of $3000, 

Also, Johnson prosecuted more than 6000 criminal 
cases, most of them mixed up with the whisky buasl- 
ness, and obtained convictions in 97 per cent of the 
cases. His rule was never to prosecute unless his evi- 
dence was such as to make a conviction almost ine 
evitable. 

The drink sellers obtained injunctions against the 
crusader. He dodged such injunctions when he could, 
or else defied them. In addition, the men who caused 
injunctions to be issued against him invariably found 
themselves, shortly afterwards, indicted before grand 
juries. It was in 1907 that the first suggestion of hig 
famous nickname was made. A Muskogee newspaper 
referred to him as “Special Agent Johnson, he of the 
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scandal?’ | asked.

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Sale of autograph collection makes 


public correspondence which 
throws new and charming light 
upon American sage, scientist and 
statesman—Writings in familiar 
witty and worldly-wise vein discuss 
methods of study, use of rouge in 
Paris, beginnings of American art 
and marriage — Throwing dice 
better method than war of settling 
international difficulties, he says 
at end of Revolution

STATESMAN, scientist and author of the 
witty, worldly-wise epigrams of “Poor 
Richard's Almanac,” Benjamin Frank- 
lin is a familiar figure. A new and en- 
gaging light is thrown upon the famous 
American by the recent publication of 
a series ‘of his letters to a little English 
girl, the direction of whose education he assumed, and 
whom he regarded as a foster-daughter. 

It is not a little creditable to human nature to find 
Franklin pausing, in the midst of busy negotiations at- 
tending the French and Indian War, to write the most 
amiable and sprightly missives to his little ward, send- 
ing her improving books, instructing her in the best 
method of profiting by her reading, and assuring her 
that it would not be the least trouble to answer any 
questions that might arise to puzzle her in her studies. 
Their correspondence and affection continued unabat- 
ed during the Revolufionary War, and in 1783, just 
after Franklin had signed the Treaty of Paris, under 
which England recognized the independence of the 
colonies, we find him sending to his friend, now a 
wife and mother, these words of eternal wisdom 
against war: 

“At length,” he wrote, ‘we are in peace, God be 
praised; and long, very long, may it continue. All 
wars are follies, very expensive and very mischievous 
ones. When will mankind be convinced of this and 
agree to settle their differences by arbitration? Were 
they to do it even by the cast of the die it would 
be better than by fighting and destroying each other.” 


The little girl to whom the letters were written was 
Mary Stevenson of London, at whose home Franklin 
lived the greater part of the time he was in England 
as agent for the American colonies. Her father died 
when she was a mere child, and she looked upon 
Franklin as an adopted father, relying on his advice in 
all the affairs of her life, including her marriage. 


The letters are part of the autograph collection of 


Sir Stephen Coleridge of Chobham, England, and were — 


sold at auction on July 1, in Philadelphia, because 
the war and its taxes proved too heavy a strain upon 
Sir Stephen’s resources. The collection of 50 letters 
was offered in its entirety for $6000. Failing to secure 
this bid, the auctioneer sold them singly, the sale 
realizing $5525. 

The first letter to Mary Stevenson is dated London, 
May 4, 1759, and Franklin tells how he went to the 
park to search for his little friend, but could not 
find her, “though looking with all the eyes I had, not 
excepting even those | earry in my pockets.” “Nota 
day passes,’ he assures her, “in which I do not think 
of you with the same affectionate regard and esteem 
1 ever had for you.” 

The first mention of the arrangement under which 
Franklin agreed to supervise the child's education oc- 
curs in a letter of May 1, 1760, beginning: 


“Tl embrace most gladly my dear friend’s proposal 
of a subject for our future correspondence; not only 
as it will occasion my hearing from her more fre- 
quently, but as it will lay me under a necessity of 
improving my own knowledge, that I may be better 
able to assist her in her improvement. | only fear 
my necessary business and journeys, with the natural 
indolence of an old man, will make me too unpunctual 
a correspondent. For this | must hope some in- 
dulgence. 


“But why will you, by the cultivation of your mind, 
make yourself still more amiable, and a more desirable 
companion for a man of understanding, when you are 
determined, as I hear, to live single? If we enter, as you 
propose, into a moral as well as natural philosophy, 
I fancy, when I have fully established my authority as 
tutor, I shall take upon me to lecture you a little on 
that chapter of duty.” 

After this pleasantry, the American recommends 
that Mary read certain books of his choosing, and 
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begs that she make note of any questions not fully ap- 
prehended and submit them to him. 

In the next letter Franklin proposed methods which 
he himself had found most useful in studying, and 
which are as valuable today as they were then. The 
missive follows: 

“I send my dear good girl the books | mentioned to 
her last night. I beg her to accept them as a small 
mark of my esteem and friendship. They are written 
in the familiar easy mangér for which the French are 
so remarkable, and afford a good deal of philosophic 
and practical knowledge, unembarrassed with the dry 
mathematics used by more exact reasoners, but which 
is apt to discourage young beginners. 

“I would advise you to read with a pen in your hand, 
and enter in a little book short hints of what you 
find that is curious or that may be useful; for this will 
be the best method of imprinting such particulars in 
your memory, where they will be ready either for prac- 
tice on some future occasion if they are matters of 
utility, or at least to adorn @nd improve your con- 
versation if they are rather points of curiosity. 


“And, as many of the terms of science are such as 
you cannot have met with in your common reading, 
and may therefore be unacquainted with, I think it 
would be well for you to have a good dictionary at 
hand, to consult immediately when you meet with 
a word you do not comprehend the precise meaning of. 
This may at first seem.troublesome and interrupting; 
but ‘tis a trouble that will daily diminish, as you will 
daily find less and less occasion for your dictionary as 
you become more acquainted with the terms: and in 
the meantime you will read with more satisfaction 
because with more understanding. 

“When any point occurs in which you would be glad 
to have further information than your book affords 
you, | beg you would not in the least apprehend that 
! should think it a trouble to receive and answer your 
questions. It will be a pleasure, and no trouble. For 
tho’ | may not be able, out of my own little stock 
of knowledge, to afford you what you require, I can 
easily direct you to the books where it may most read- 
ily be found.” 

On returning to America, at the conclusion of the 
French and Indian War, Franklin wrote to his “dear 
Polly” a long letter about Ameriea, from which ex- 
tracts follow: 

“Of all the enviable things England has | envy it 
most its people. Why should that petty island, which, 
compared to America, is but like a stepping stone in 
a brook, scarce enough of it above water to keep one’s 
shoes dry; why, I say, should that little island en- 
joy in almost every neighborhood more sensible, vir- 
tuous and elegant minds than we can collect in rang- 
ing 100 leagues of our vast forests? But ‘tis said the 
arts delight to travel westward. You have effectually 
defended us in this glorious war, and in time you will 
improve us. 

“After the first cares for the necessaries of life 
are over, we shall come to think of the embellishments. 
Already some of our young geniuses begin to lisp at- 
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tempts at paintings, poetry and music. We have a 
young painter now studying at Rome. Some speci- 
mens of our poetry I send you, which, if Mr. Hawkes- 
worth’s fine taste cannot approve, his good heart will 
at least excuse. I send it to you because the author 
is a great admirer of Mr. Stanley's musical composi- 
tions, and has adapted this piece to an air in the 
Sixth Concerto of that gentleman, the sweetly solemn 
movement of which he is quite in raptures with. You 
will say that a recitative can be but a poor specimen 
of our music. "Tis the best and all I have at present; 
but you may see better hereafter.” 

Back again in London on another mission in 1767, 
Franklin tells of an attempt of his to write poetry, the 
result of which, from his description, must have borne 
some resemblance to vers libre. The occasion was 
the gift of a pair of garters to the diplomat from his 
young friend. 


“A Muse, you must know,” he wrote, “visited me 
this morning—I see you are surprised, as I was. |! 
never saw one before. And shall never see another. 
So I took the opportunity of her help to put the an- 
swer into verse, because I was some verse in your debt, 
ever since you sent me the last pair of garters. 

“This Muse appeared to be no housewife. | suppose 
few of them are. She was dressed (if the expression 
be allowable) in an undress; a kind of slatternly negli- 
gee, neither neat and clean nor well made; and she 
has given the same sort of dress to my piece. On re- 
viewing it | would have reformed the lines, and made 
them all of a length, as | am told lines ought to be; 
but I find I can’t lengthen the short ones without 
stretching them on the rack, and I think it would 
be equally cruel] to cut off any part of the long ones; 
besides, the superfluity of these make up for the de- 
ficiency of those; and from a principle of justice, I 
leave them at full length, that | may give you, at least 
in one sense of the word, good measure.” 

Arriving soon afterwards in Paris, Franklin wrote 
of the customs he met there, including a facetious dis- 
cussion of the French art of applying rouge, and also 
of his own transformation, at the hands of a tailor 
and peruquier, into a gallant monsieur. 

“There are,” he said, “some fair women at Paris 
who, | think, are not whitened by art. As to rouge, 
they don't pretend to imitate nature in laying it on. 
There is no gradual diminution of the color from the 
full bloom in the middle of the cheek to the faint tint 
near. the sides, nor does it show itself differently in dif- 
ferent faces. I have not had the honor of being at any 
lady’s toilette to see how it is laid on, but |! fancy 
I ean tell you how it is or may be done. 


“Cut a hole of three inches diameter in a piece of - 


paper, place it on the side of your face in such a man- 
ner as that the top of the hole may be just under your 
eye; then with a brush dipt in the color paint your 
face and paper together; so when the paper is taken off 
there will remain a round patch of red exactly the 
form of the hole. This is the mode, from the actresses 
of the stage upwards thro’ al ranks of ladies to the 
Princesses of the blood, but it stops there, the Queen 
not using it, having in the serenity, complacence and 
benignity that shine so eminently in: or rather through 
her countenance, sufficient beauty, tho’ now an old 
woman, to do extremely well without it. 


“The civilities we everywhere receive give us the 
strongest impressions of the French politeness. . It 
seems to be a point settled here universally that 
strangers are to be treated with respect, and one has 
just the same deference shown one here by being a 
stranger as in England by being a lady. The custom- 
house officers at Port St. Denis, as we entered Paris, 
were about to seize two dozen of excellent Bordeaux 
wine given us at Boulogne, and which we brought with 
us; but as soon as they found we were strangers, it 
was immediately remitted on that account. Why don’t 
we practice this urbanity to Frenchmen? Why should 
they be allowed to outdo us in anything” 

“Traveling is one way of lengthening life, at least 
in appearance. It is but about a fortnight since we left 
London; but the variety of scenes we have gone 
through makes it seem equal to six months living in 
one place. Perhaps I have suffered a greater change, 
too, in my own person than | could have done in six 
years at home. | had not been here six days before my 
tailor or peruquier had transformed me into a French- 
man. Only think what a figure I make in a little 
bag wig and naked ears. They told me I: was become 
20 years younger and.Jooked very gallant; so, being in 
Paris, where the mode is to be sacredly followed, | was 
once very near making love to my friend's wife. This 
letter shall cost you a shilling and you may think 
it cheap, when you consider that it has cost me at 
least 50 guineas to get into the situation that enables 
me to write it.” 

The sage of Philadelphia was by no means a pro- 
hibitionist, as witness this letter of Sept. 2, 1769, also 
written in Paris; in which the philosopher also ex- 
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sidered the risk of theft. I have heard enough of the 
women who protect themselves by having duplicates 
of their famous stones—duplicates made of glass. For 
my part, | never liked the idea. But, Mr. Newt, mark 
what I say to you now.’ , 

“Yes, Mrs. Cray,’ | said. 

“I have intuition, Mr. Newt. Last night as I held 
the Boroni in my hand after I had unscrewed the set- 
ting I had a distinct sense of terror come over me. 
You know, Mr. Cray had always told me that the Bo- 
roni Emerald had strange properties. It gave warn- 
ing to its owners before its loss. Perhaps you will be 
astonished that a woman of my type could entertain 
such belief. But in addition to that I have intuition 
of my own. I had a distinct warning. Therefore’—— 

“At that she paused and pointed to the stone on my 
table. 

““T want an exact duplicate made of the Boroni,’ 
she said. ‘I Want you to take the Boroni and return it 
to me with the duplicate as soon as it is made. I shall 
feel safer if the Boroni itself never leaves the safety 
deposit box.; I confess | am superstitious about it. 1! 
fee} that if it ever got cut of the possession of the fam- 
ily the Cray luck would go with it, and we should drift 
into ruin.’ 

“God forbid! Mrs. Cray,’ | said to her. ‘Of course, 
for my eyes there could be no duplicate of the Boroni. 
The Boroni is more of an emerald, with the full em- 
erald character and personality and whims, than any 
other emerald that | have ever set eyes on. But |! 
have good cause to believe that other eyes are not like 
mine and that I can reproduce the Boroni so that it will 
be hard for you to tell which is the real and which is 
the imitation.’ 

“‘'T thank vou, Mr. Newt,’ she said. 
nothine of this to anyone. 
superstition. And witb the sublime rudeness of those 
who have studied the science of impoliteness, she 
turned her back on me. 

“Twenty days later | took the two stones—-the one 
she had brought me and the pretender stone—to the 
Cray house and put them both into her own hands. I 
saw nothing at that time which gave me a hint of the 
grave trouble which was to follow. I remember that I 
went uptown and came back in a blinding snowstorm, 
and it would take something of the Boroni importance 
to make me do that. 

“| say I. saw nothing and that is accurate. 1 did, 
however, meet, as if fate had designed for me to see 
the inner mechanism of its workings, Miss Nancy 
Talitord. After L c€ame back to my own home a refer- 
ence to the social register was enough to recall to me 
the whole Taliford family. in fact, my memory has 
gone a bit weary in the last few years and | was a 
trifle upset when | found that her father was Dan. Tali- 
ford, the banker who brought the Elsmere collection 
of pink and black pearls to me for a valuation half a 
generation ago. The Talifords were bloods. They had 
a background of several successions of sons who were 
true to type. They were accepted everywhere as en- 
titled to the inner circle of our old New York society— 
by their birthright. 

“Nancy Taliford was like the Taliford women. She 
was a somewhat diminutive young girl whose small- 
ness of figure and features served to empliasize—if 
you understand what | mean—the perfection of pro- 
portions and modeling. She sparkled. Just an old 
man’s glance was enough to see that she was five feet 
of the most excellent stuff of which human beings 
are ever made, and that in it there were mischief, 
vivacity and tenderness and the perverseness which 
sometimes hides behind all these. 

“Mrs. Cray, no doubt, introduced me to the girl be- 
cause she had a triumph which could not be boasted 
in her own set of folks and had fretted to make a 
confidence which she could, of course, trust and an 
impression upon an old man whose sense of humor 
she probably misjudged. 

“She drew me to one side as | was leaving and hunt- 
ing for my Coat in the abominable marble tiled and 
gloomy and morose and elegant hall—althougbh it al- 
ways seemed to me like the foyer of a deserted imperial 
theater. She drew me to one side and said to me:

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Birkeland’ S Plactrical Theity of the Universe 


OF. KRISTIAN BIRKELAND, the great 

noch Be astronomer and electrician, who 

startled the scientific world a few years ago 

with his announcement that the whole uni- 

verse Was nothing but electrified space, 

and with his amazing picture of the proc- 

esses of creation and evolution, has con- 

structed a miniature universe in which he demonstrates 

his theories and produces at will almost all the celestial 
phenomena that have puzzled men of science. 

De you want to see an aurora bvorealis” Prof. Birke- 
land touches a button, throws over a switch, and lo and 
behold miniature Northern lights appear 

Would you know what the rings of Saturn are and 
how they are formed’ Another button is pressed, an- 
other switch is thrown over, and before your eyes you 
see the strange belts of light take shape and play 
around the sphere that represents the planet. 

Sunspots® He produces. them in a moment. The 
zodiacal light appears to order. 


The scientific world ha& not yet accepted all Prof. 
Birkeland’s hypotheses as proved, but it has already 
placed them to the fore as among the most plausible 
explanations of the mysteries of the heavens. It has 
long respected him as one of the greatest authorities 
on terrestrial magnetism, polar storms and the aurora 
borealis. He is.one of the discoverers of the proper- 
ties of the negative or cathode electric rays which cause 
the brilliant light of the vacuum tubes for which there 
is such a multiplicity of uses in the sciences and in 
the arts. Furthermore, it is his process of extracting 
nitrogen. from the air and turning it into ammonia, 
nitric acid and fertilizers that is in use at the great 
factory of Notodden, Norway. 


Briefly stated, the theory that Dr. Birkeland is now 
demonstrating is this: . All the great suns of the unl- 
verse are powerful generators, poles of negative mag- 
netism, eternally discharging electrons into the vast 
vacuum we call space. Some of these electrons. flys 
off into space never to return. What becomes of them 
eventually we can only guess, but it may be that they 
meet other electrons thrown off from other stars and 
as eons succeed eons gradually accumulate in groups 
and form the whirling nebulae which condense into 
new stars. Others of the electrons return to the parent 
body, drawn by gravitation. Yet others--and these are 
the ones that interest us most--coalesce to form hew 


planets revolving about their suns, or go on to strike 


the earth and other planets and produce thereon the 
phenomena of electric storms, aurora borealis, etc 


The fascinating feature of this theory, if we accept 
it. is that creation is still going on all around us, 
embryo planets, embryo suns—‘without form and 
void’’—being conceived in space and started on their 
way to develop into earths that some day may be 
habitable: under it, space is infinite and contains an 
infinite number of stars—and, so far as our finite minds 
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A novel and startling explanation of 
the mysteries of the heavens, demon- 
strated by a mechanical contrivance 
which reproduces the Aurora Bore- 
alis and Saturn’s rings + + 


can see, there is no reason why these processes should 
ever come to an end 

Birkeland tells us that wherever these swiftly mev- 
ing electrons encounter rarefied gaa they set up lum- 
inous phenomena. We know that this is the case in 
the vaccum tube, the vaeuum of which is only rela 
tive, it being impossible to «xhaust every particle of 
air or gas from any reteptaocle What glows in a 
vacuum tube is the extremely rarefled gas that is left. 
And Birkeland likens the universe to a boundless 
vacuum tube. These electrons travel on the wings 
of light, and it seems that the ultra-violet rays —those 
beyond the violet of the spectrum and invisbble te our 
eyés, though able to impress a photographic plate— 
are so laden with or charged by them that they gen- 
erate luminous phenomena wherever they strike a ma- 
terial obstacle 

It is on some such basis as this that the tails of 
comets are formed, for these are always directed away 
from the sun. There seems little dowbt that the wav- 
ing curtains of the aurora borealis or Northern lights, 
and the terrific electric storms that make the mariner's 
compass go crazy in the Arctic and Antarctic regiona, 
are due to some such electric force 

In his laboratory at Christiania Dr. Birkeland bas 
built his miniature universe -or that part of it we 
know as the solar system It is under a great case 
of heavy glass, into which he can introduce such gases 
as he desires and from which he can exhaust the air 
and produce as near a vacuum as is possible with ha- 
man machines. Its total capacity is 74 quarts. In the 
center is suspended a globe eight cenmtimenters (three 
and one-half inches) in diameter, which DBirkeland 
calls the “Terrella.”” This is a copper sphere contain- 
ing at its center an electro-magnet which can be ex- 
cited by electric currents in such a way as to reproduce 
on the Terrella the equivalent of terrestrial magnetism. 
On the side of the glass case is a metallic disk which 
generates electrons and represents the sun. This disk 
may be of platinum, gold or any other metal. 

Dr. Birkeland drives electric discharges into the 
interior of the glass case and watches the lominous 
phenomena that are produced as he varies the rare 
faction of thé contained gases, increases or reduces the 
intensity of the electric discharges, and alters the 
strength of magnetism in the central sphere. As 
extruordinary variety of light, both as to coler, form, 
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intensity and behavior is observed with these changes 

The first apparatus of this kind was built by Dr. 
Hirkeland 1” years ego and used in his studicsa of 
magnetic storms and aurora borealis, both of which 
he was able to reproduce at will, with an exactitude 
that satisfied the most critical of meteorologists. Laat 
year he took up the godiacal light, that strange glow 
which under favorable circumstances ts seen extend- 
ing like a cone up from the plane of the ecliptic and 
far into the sky. For these experiments the Terrella 
was made to represent the sun instead of the earth, 
and it radiated showers of electrons from its suface 
Under these conditions a vast luminous ring Was seen 
to form in the glass case and to surround the solar 
equator; at the same time a double girdle of brilliant 
spots or points appeared upon the central sphere, dis 
tributed in a way that closely suggested that of sun 
spots and revolving about the sphere just as these do 
about the sun. 

In the course of these observations Dr. Birkeland 
noticed that as he reduced little by little the Intensit) 
of the electric current passing through the apparatus 
the large ring that represented the zodiacal light drew 
in and became thinner until tt formed around thie
